Only $4,694.18 was appropriated at the 
town meeting Monday night, despite the 
fact that requests for around $150,000 were 
made in fifteen articles acted upon. Pumps, 
stand pipes, reservoirs, and large water 
projects were all defeated, and when the 
meeting adjourned, only $4,694.18 was 
appropriated and that on the condition that 
a grant for labor should be received from the 
federal government. The meeting also voted 
to name the new junior high school building 
the “Clara A, Putnam Junior High School” 
and the new assembly hall and gymnasium 
the “Andover Memorial Building,’’ which 
together with the playstead will constitute 
the town’s tribute to its hero dead of the 
Great War. There was no concerted attempt 
to reconsider the school question, although 
one speaker made inquiries about the possi 
bilities of reconsideration, 

The pump question occupied the larger 
portion of the time at the meeting, with 
many conflicting and sometimes bitter argu 
ments being brought forth. The electric 
pump question was indefinitely postponed by 
a large majority, while shortly afterwards the 
steam pump received the same treatment at 
the hands of the voters, 

At the outset of the meeting, Harold R. 
Rafton of the local Parent-Teacher Council 
gained the floor and made the following 
motion on behalf of the Council: 

“That in appreciation of the faithful 
services which Miss Clara A, Putnam has 
rendered to the Town of Andover, the new 
junior high school building be named the 
‘Clara A. Putnam Junior High School’; and 
that in grateful recognition of the war time 
services of our Andover boys, the new audi- 
torium and gymnasium building be named the 
‘Andover Memorial Building’; and that said 
latter building have attached thereto a suit 
able tablet or tablets in memory of those who 
served, the expense of said tablet or tablets 
to be met by popular subscription,” 

In explaining his motion Mr. 
stated: 

“In the first place, we desire to honor one 
of our well loved teachers. The Town of 
Andover has been remarkably fortunate in 
having the services of so fine a woman as 
Miss Clara A. Putnam for the long period of 
years she has so faithfully served us. The 
successful culmination of the new building 
project is due, in no small measure, to her 
devotion and unselfish interest in this project. 

“We-feel that there is no more gracious 
act the citizens of Andover could perform 
than to perpetuate her name in the new jun 
ior high school building. It is to the accom 
plishment of this purpose that the first part 
of our motion is directed 

“The purpose of the second part of our 
motion is to pay a fitting tribute to the war 
| time services of our Andover boys. The Town 
| of Andover has for a long time been conscious 
| cf the fact that the war time services of our 
| Andover boys should be commemorated in 
| a suitable and dignified memorial 

* A unique opportunity is now presented to 
accomplish this purpose in connection with 
the new auditorium and gymnasium building 
which the Town has voted to erect 

“Our motion calls for naming this new 
building the Andover Memorial Building 
Our motion also calls for the attachment to 
the building of a suitable tablet or tablets in 
memory of those who served us, We have 
proposed to raise the money for this tablet or 
tablets by popular subscription, as we feel 
that a large number of our fellow citizens 
will welcome the opportunity of contributing 
each of them a small sum, for this purpose. 

“The veterans associations have rightfully 
taken the stand that they ought not to be put 
into the position of asking the Town for a 
suitable memorial, It is rather the duty of the 
Town to make the offer 

“The Andover Council therefore deems it a 
great privilege to present, of its own initia 
tive, a motion to this effect to the citizens of 
Andover

Pump Question Post- 
poned at Special Meeting

“In view of the nature of this motion 
which we have presented, we hope that our 
fellow citizens will see fit to give a unanimous 
vote in favor of it,” 

Mr. Hardy stated that he was heartily 
in favor of the motion, but would like to 
amend it to include the playing field as part 
of the memorial. The motion as amended 
was passed by the meeting, 


Pump Question Taken Up 

The electric pump was next taken up, 
with Chairman William D. McIntyre of the 
Board of Public Works moving an appropria 
tion of $7000 under the NRA federal public 
works provisions. He followed it with an 
explanation of the reasons for the change in 
the board’s recommendations from steam to 
electricity; this explanation was substantially 
as printed in the Townsman last week. 
William I. Barron, who was sponsoring the 
steam pump article, was the next speaker 
He stated that last summer there were 
rumors that the pumping system was to be 
electrified, pa that these rumors were 
heightened by men from the gas company 
measuring Lowell street for a new main. He 
then went on: 

“Some of us got interested and I went to 
Boston to the New England Fire Insurance 
Exchange and asked about rates if we should 
electrify the pumping station. The gentleman 
told me the station was to be electrified and 
I. V. French was running around Boston 
with the plans under his arm. [ asked if our 
rates would be raised and he said probably 
not, but after you electrify this station we 
will make a survey and tell you whether they 
will be raised or not. I went to Weston and 
Sampson, and in the town report you will 
1924 they have been advocating 
steam. We asked Mr. Sampson why he had 
changed and he said he hadn’t changed. He 
said the Board of Public Works asked if they 
could pump by electricity and he told them 
yes but they would have to build a new 
reservoir. He said the Board of Public Works 
said they couldn’t get money for a steam 
pump. I told them that they never put it up 
to the voters. ‘There is something funny 
working in that board,’ Mr. Sampson said.”’ 

Mr. Barren told of going to the Hayes 
Pumping Machine campany who put in the 
present pumps, and officials there told them 
Andover was going to be electrified. Mr 
Hayes came to the James Otis club and spoke 
along with Mr. Stevens of the gas company, 
he said, and in the question period, both 
admitted that steam equipment was more 
economical, more reliable, and more durable. 
The only way, he stated, that electricity can 
compete with steam is by doing away with 


labor. Then he went on to quote comparative | 


| costs of steam and electricity in New Bedford 
and Andover, showing a decided advantage 
for steam, 

Matthew Burns rose to interrogate Mr 
Barron, and Mr. Barron answered him, Then 
Mr. Burns took the floor to say that the 
veracity of the town boards was being chal 
{lenged, He cautioned the voters against 
| spending money which would not give men 
work, He said that there would be another 
special town meeting in February when the 
government money stops. At his remark that 
the “Federal Government cannot buy its 
way into prosperity, 


studying pumps and not the Federal Govern 
} ment, 

After being advised to confine himself to 
| the question, Mr. Burns stated that if “you 


vote for steam tonight, you're voting your- 
self out of work.” 
Mr. Lewis took the floor, saying that the 


town has suffered from makeshifts in the 
past, and that an electric pump would be only 
a makeshift, something cheap. He said that it 
would be easy to tind all over town make 
shifts or “frostbites.’’ The high school is like 
a rubber factory, he asserted, and the Shaw 
sheen school is like Niagara Valls with its 
leaks. At this point Mr. Burns rose, ostensibly 
to a point of order. 
Edward V. French was the next speaker. 
He said: 
* Anyone who tells us in this day that the 
use of electricity is a makeshift is somewhat 
behind the times. We see electricity putting 
itself to work in so many ways today. It is so 
universal and so economical that I am sure 
we are not taking a backward step if we use 
electricity. This question is, unfortunately, 
technical and for that reason it is rather 
difficult to have the few essential elements 
readily understood in a large meeting of this 
kind.” 
Mr, French stated that continucus pump 
ing is economical in Andover because of the 
large distance, with resulting friction less, 
between the pond and the reserveir, The cost 
of power by electricity is greater than by 
steam, but the other costs are less, In An 
dover the other costs are the total expense of 
the pump. By putting in this relatively small 
electric pump, we get the best and most

should be installed, State labor officials re 
ported that the station had been violating 
state laws, in working the men more than 
eight hours per shift. In the summer this will 
mean that three men would be needed to take 
station. ** We are doing our major 
pumping with the 1200 gallon pump. The 
question was raised about the 750 gallon 
pump as being inadequate for the summer 
This pump is so designed that at a lower head 
it will pump more than 750 gallons per min 
ute with a very slight increase in power. In 
the summer the pressure is reduced. We 
would therefore pump the greater part of the 
time with this 750 gallon pump.
